EARLY two months intervene before the general coal mine 


strike is scheduled to take place. Thus in the matter of 


time an almost unparalleled opportunity exists for bringing op- 
erators and miners to common ground. The executive branch 
of the Government is withuot power to take the initiative in 
bringing the disputants together. It has the influence of posi- 
tion, however, and with it the responsibility, to urge legislation 
that would apply to the present and similar exigencies of the 
future. 


Labor opinion thruout the country is considerably exer- 


cised over the situation because of its bearing on the life of 
unionism as a whole in the Lmited States. 
The United Mine 


Workers form the largest union in the American Federation of 
Labor. Defeat for them would be a smashing victory, tempo- 
rarily at least, for the open shop. And owing to the facts,. that 
an enormous supply of coal will be above ground when present 
mine wage agreements expire, that the season of the year will 
reduce the demand to a minimum and that conditions of un- 
employment will provide a large field from which to draw 
strike breakers, the prospects ofa miners' victory are far from 
bright.
